this that she had decided not to join the 


‘teaching <taff of the school. 


In further. comments Wootton 
remarked: that. if. the Jews were . very 


strict about intermarriage and kept sais 
selves a closed minority they r ran the risk 
of being .treated as a scapegoat. There 
was hardly any antisemitism in Spain, 
she ‘said, because the Jews there. were 
completely assimilated. 

Referring to Miss Wootton’s remark 
about Spanish Jews, Dr, Daiches pointed 
the Jews bad heen expelled from 
Spal ind she might be right. in Saying 


that ‘there Was no. ‘antisemitism since. the 


expulsion. 
He did not.think,: Dr. Daiches added, 


that ‘the Jews would - be blamed in the 


‘future to the same extent as in the past. 


The Jews were now engaged in a much 
wider range of trades and- professions. 

Professor Kennedy said that the 
attitude - towards -the Jewish. race in 
Britain -was very satisfactory; and he 
beheved that next time. a scapegoat was 
required it might be a’ different scape- 
2oat.: it bad been his opinion, he added, 
that the fact that the Jews did not. hit 
back when bullied. had led to increased 
bullying.

SERVANTS OF THE LORD 


“No weapon that is jormed 
against thee shall prosper ; and 
every tongue that rises against thee 
in judgment thou shalt condemn. 
This is the heritage of the servants 
of the Lord.” (Isaiah liv, 17.) 


'HE question as to the exact 
connotation of the term 
Servant of the Lord which 
occurs with such frequency in the 
second part of the Prophet Isaiah 
has exercised the minds of scholars 
throughout the ages. 


constitutes a small library. 
Christological interpretation of the 


famous 53rd chapter sees in it a pro- 


phecy of the founder of Christianity ; 


Jewish exegesis offers a bewildering 
variety of theories as to whether the 


Servant referred to is indeed = the 
Messiah, whether it is the prophet 
whether it is Cyrus, the 
restorer of the Land of Israel to the 
exiled Jews of Babylonia. The present 
writer rejects all these views in favour 
of the theory that in general it is the 
Jewish people as a whole who are 


thus referred to, with the proviso that. 
the prophet is not always consistent. 


in his application of the: phrase. 


jt is with none of these theories 


that this sermnon deals. but with a 


remarkable interpretation of the phrase 

‘service of the Lord” found. in 
another prophet. “Then 
return. and discern.” Says the last of 
the. prophets. Malachi. (in, 18), 
between. the 
wicked, between him that: serveth God 
and him that serveth Him not... On 
that verse the. Talmud, which. rejects 


“any idea of tautology in. Holy: Script 
asks: “Is not then the righteous man 


identical with him that serveth God, 


and the wicked with him that serveth 


Him: not?.” To which they- reply 


that there is a distinction hetween the 


two, but they express that distinction 
in the puzzling phrase. that 


Apparently. the former, 
while he .may be regarded = as 
‘righteous ” does not rise to the level 


of a “servant of the Lord,” while the 3 
extra... repetition of “one’s 
chapter” brings: him within the 


exalted spheres of those. who serve the 
‘Lord in truth. 
A brilliant suggestion has been 
made which not only provides a 
simple explanation of this otherwise

That hundredfold repetition. of each 
passage represented the fulfilment, 
therefore, of one’s duties as laid down, 
and he who did so could be classified 
as one of the “righteous” who per- 
One can 
imagine the ‘conscientious student, 
having reached the hundredth repeti- 
tion, heaving a Sigh of relief and. say- 
ing to himself “ Well, that’s over and 
dene with.” But what greater devo- 
tion to duty is represented by that 
student who, having completed this 
onerous duty, turns again, out of love 
for the Torah, to the 101st repetition ? 
The one extra repetition reveals a love 
of God and his word to which the 
devotion of the former “cannot. be 
compared,” and it is just this which 
constitutes. the difference. between 
formal “righteousness” and true 
“service of the Lord. | 


T. is. a distinction which. applies to 
every sphere and aspect of one’s 
religious. life; it marks the difference 
between. the thin but. sharp dividing 
line which separates formal obedience 
from . true service. It: is’ only ‘that 
having conscientiously 
fulfilled the letter of his religious duty, 
whether it be in prayer or in study, 
in. charity or in fulfilment of the cere

HE sending of greetings cards 
of all kinds to one another on 
happy occasions is now so 
thoroughly established a social prac- 
tice that 775,000,000 cards were sold 
in 1956 in this country alone! This 
is an increase of 304,000,000 within 
the previous eighteen years, the figure 
for 1938 being 471,000,000. . These 
figures include every kind of greeting 
card, birthdays, wedding anniversaries, 
Christmas, New Year, etc. They 
indicate how. strong the 
fashion has become. 

Prices for cards vary from. as low 
as 3d. to as much as two. guineas— 
the high price in this case being due 
not just to expensive decoration on 
the cards but to the fact that gifts of 
some worth are attached. In_ its 
present form, the greeting-card custom 
has its roots in the past century, when 
methods. of mass production of 
attractive cards became possible 
through technical advances in colour 
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printing and.in machinery for cutting 
cards jnto various Shapes.

Not 
many present-day discoveries of the 
treasures of antiquity can match

HERZL’S FAMILY BACKGROUND 
+ By Dr. BARUCH TOM ASCHOFF 


L MOST all the biographies of 
Theodor Herzl seem to have 
given insufficient thought to 

the family background of the great 


founder of the Zionist Movement. 


As one who was a student of the 
Budapest University while Herzl 
was still alive I feel that I am in a 


position to deal with the subject 


more adequately than it has been 
treated hitherto and especially to 


amend certain details in the most 
_recent biography of Herzl by Dr. 


Alex Bein (reviewed in THE JEWISH

A MONG the opponents of the 
First Zionist Congress were 
Chovevei Zionists who wished 

for a quiet gathering without the 
glare of publicity—similar to the 
Kattowitz Conference of 1884.

mainly elderly rabbis and scholars, 


led by Leon Pinsker, met almost 
unnoticed in a room at the B'nai 
B'rith in a calm, harmonious atmo- 
sphere free of discord.
